quota the city had in the fifth 
campaign, while the quotas in the 
nation, state, county and other 
cities have been reduced. 

The sixth war loan campaign 
will begin November 20, but Mav- 
ion W, Grothe, acting chairman of 
the Upland war finance commit- 
tee, stated that bonds purchased 
anytime during November or De- 
cember will apply toward Upland's 
quota. 

OTHER QUOTAS CUT

When the Chaffey high school 
Tigers line up against the Red | 
Devils of Pomona on the Chaffey
